ORDER 

(Passed on this 3rd day of December, 1997) 


This case relates to the proposal of the Mumbai Port Trust (MBPT) about revision of its Testing House Regulations 
and the Scale of Charges. These were last revised vide TR No. 85 of 9-3-1981 and became effective from 9-8-1985 after 
Government’s sanction. The MBPT proposed to amend the Scale of Charges and Regulations in order to meet the increase 
in the Testing House costs as well as wages. These charges are not of a mtyor revenue generating category and the income 
of the Testing House is dependent on requests received from applicants. The upward revision is not likely to have any adverse 
effect on utilisation of the services of the Testing House, 

2, The case under review is not of a major revenue earning nature. The income from this case is less than 0.003% of the 
total earnings of the MBPT. The Board of the MBPT has unanimously approved the revision after 13 years of operation of 
the old rates. There is no adverse reaction to the enhancement proposed. Accordingly, the Mumbai Port Trust’s proposal for 
revision of its Testing House Regulations and the Scale of ChWgcs is her^y approved by this Authority. 

3. The details of the revision are set out in the statement attached as Armox-1

Atmex-1 


(i) These regulations may be called the Mumbai Port Trust Testing House (Amendment) Regulations and 
Schedule of Charges, 1997. 

(ii) They shall come into force on the date of publication in the Official Gazette thereto is published in the 
Official Gazette. 

In Mumbai Port Trust Testing House Regulations and Scale of Charges 1982 (hereinafter referred to as 
Principal Regulations), the following amendments shall be made, namely;— 

(i) In the principal regulations, for regulation 2, the following clause shall be substituted namely 
(a) For clause (a), the following clause shall be substituted namely:— 

’Competent Person’ means a person appointed by the Board of Trustees of the Port of Mumbai with the sanction 
of the Central Government under Regulation 2 (b) of the Dock Workers’ (Safety, Health & Welfare) Regulations, 
1990. 

(1) For Clause (b), the following clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“D.W. (S.H. & W.) Regulations, 1990 means the Dock Workers (Safety, Health & Welfare) Regulations, 1990 
and all subsequent amendments thereto". 

(2) For Clause (g), the following clause shall be substituted, namely :— 

“Words and expressions used herein and not deftned but defined in the Mqjor Port Trust Act, 1963 or the Docks 
Workers (Safety, Health & Welfare) Regulations, 1990 shall have the meanings respectively assigned to them in 
the said Act or regulations”. 
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(ii) In the Principal regulations, for regulation 6 (b) the following regulation shall be substituted, namely;— 

(b) If any gear is not removed within ten woricing days after completion of the jobs, the sender shall be charged 
thereafter a storage rent at the rate of Rs. 10/US $ 0.48 per week or part thereof for each article. Anchors, Anchor 
cables and other similar large articles will be charged at Rs. 20/US S .96 per tonne weight per week or part 
thereof 

(iii) In the principal regulations for regulation 10, the following regulation shall be substituted namely— 

“10<a) Certificates in forms prescribed under D.W. (S.H. & W.) Regulations, 1990 will be issued by the 
Competent Person in respect of only those items of lifting tackle which have passed the test and in no case 
shall a certificate In which any alteration, correction or erasure shall have been made be valid unless all the 
corrections are duly initialled by the Competent Person. 

(b) Duplicate Certificates or extra copies will be granted on written application to the Competent Person on 
payment of Rs. lO/US $ .48 per copy." 

(iv) In the principal regulations, for regulation 11, the following regulation shall be substituted, namely— 

"11. No certificate shall bo granted for any lifting tackle that has not stood the strain without injury or which 
does not confirm to the relevant specifications prescribed under D, W. (S.H. &W.) Regulations, 1990,” 

(V) In the principal regulations, for regulation 16, the following regulation shall be substituted namely : 

"16. In thecaseof a new chain or chain sling which has not been previously tested, the following procedure will be 
adopted for determining the safe working load. 

The chain will be carcftilly gauged and a length not less than SO cms. In every piece or every length as per 
standard specifications shall be tested to destruction. If the breaking strain of this sample is not less than 
breaking strain under the standard specifications corresponding to the actual gauge of thinnest link of the 
chain, the rest of the chain will be subjected to the proof load corresponding to the actual gauge. If the 
breaking strain of the sample is less than the breaking strain under the standard specifications, corresponding to 
the actual gauge of the chain, it shall be rejected. No chain shall be taken for testing which the wear of anyone 
link is more than the specified limit in various relevant testing Regulations (viz, D.W. (S.H. & W.). Regulation. 
1990, ISI, MMD, Lloyd’s etc,). In such cases charges for visual inspection only as prescribed under the 
schedule of charges shall be levied.” 

(vi) In the principal regulations, for regulation 17, the following regulation shall be substituted, namely— 

" 17. The conducting of any experiments or the testing of any gear other than the gear required to be tested under the 
provisions of the D.W. (S.H, & W.) Regulation, 1990 shall not be permitted to interfere prejudicially with the 
normal working of the testing House”. 

(vii) In the principal regulations for regulation 19. following regulation shall be substituted namely 

“19, If the sender wishes to get the gear tested in his presence or in presences of his representative Rs. .lOO/US $ 
14.28 per hour or part thereof will be charged extra over the schedule of charges hereunder For this purpose, 
the sender shall take an appointment atleast 3 days in advance". 

(viii) In the principal regulations after regulation 20, the following regulation no. 21 and 22 shall be added, namely— 

“21. The competent person of the Chain Test House shall be paid honorarium 2% of testing charges recovered from 
outside parties for every job”. 

“22. In case of jobs undertaken for Masters or Owners or agents or Charterers of foreign going vessels the charges 
prescribed in US S shall be levied”. 

(ix) For the c.\isting testing House Scale of charges appended to the regulations, the following shall be substituted.
